Frank James, in tellinir hi;? o^vn story, 
clHiiJie<l tirtti that he meant to reform and 
become a law-abiding resident of Missouri. 
Heeaid that lor tweaty-one veafs he had 
been outlawed and bantiid. iroi^ state to 
state like a wild animal. Me haa learned 
to suspect his dearest friends, and day and 
night it was a constant watch with him. 
<£q August, 1877, he went to Nashville 
With his w i fe .frf tDft character bf an em i- 
srant. He went under the name of B. J. 
vYmnUs^q. Hq soon ejected the rental of 
apfece of land from Josiah Walton, on 
White creek, a' few miles from Xashville. 
For a vear he worked ten hours a day on 
this faran tbeA k« Mpged to #t^m for 
a year for the Indiana Lum>)er Company, 
on Jeff Hyde's place, driving a four-mule 
team and taking his meals in the woods 
with darkies. His bosa was T. J. Jeffer- 
son, of Ohio, and Frank, like his boss, was 
a Republican. At the end of this year he 
rented a farm frons Felix Smith, on White 
Creek, eight miles from Nashville. He 
remained there till April, 1881. Among 
his intimate friends there were Charles 
Eastman, countv clerk; J. W. Shute, mem- 
ber of the legislature; Dr. Jordan, Dr. 
Manlove, Dr. Wm. Hamilton, Sheriff Tim 
Johnson, Rev. D. Wall, C lint Cantwell, 
Wm. Bryan, Jr., add Qthei:8, He said 
these men would be gr^eafly aniazed to 
bear now that he was Frank James in dis- 
guise. The only trouble he ever had there 
was witli a mau who took him for a Yan- 
kee. It ended in a friendsh i p between the 
two. He was intimate with detectives 
Fletohk Horn a|id Wataon, of Nashville, 
who little Hi^ilMB who he was. He acci* 
dentallv met' his V)rother Jesse in Nash- 
ville. He found that Jesse was living 
near Waverly, .Humphreys county, West 
Tennessee. Jesse was farmirig and much 
interested in horses. A year and a half 
after Jesse moved to North Nashville. 
Jesse owned the horse Jim Malone at the 
time. In the fall of 1880, Dick Liddel and 
Jim Cummings found the James boys in 
Nashville. Frank does know where either 
is now. 'One day Jim ran away, and fear- 
ing he was going to give them up they got 
under arms. It turned out that Jim got 
fri<j;litened by his surroundings and simply 
ran away for better security. Just as the 
boys had got settled once more Jack Ryan 
was arrested in the neighborhood and 
taken to Miss^inri. Tliis broke up the 
homes ot the brothers and they once more 
became wanderers. JHe.claimevl that dUT' 
ing their residence near Nashville no One 
knew their identity. i

Now 1 knew that George 
Hunter was working all the time to get a 
chance to bajr ns, and when that ne^ro 
I was killed in the woods down there, and 
I Hanter and T^arry Hagen made that mid 
night raid on a hut in the hope of captur 
, ing some of us, I was not surprised. I felt 
certain that the killinsr of the negro would 
be charged to us, although I was the 
only man in that section, so far as I know, 
and I was not within a hundred miles of 
the place. Being aware that Hunter was 
on the fpii r/r,' T felt confident tliat some 
place or other w juld be raided soon, just 
tor the chances of finding somebody. It 
is a practice of mine, when I am being 
hunted for, to sit down and figure what 
course the detectives wiir take in their 
search, and then I take the other one. I 
have never to ray knowletlge misjudged 
them in my guesses. No, the only danger 
we had to apprehend was from giveaways 
or traitors in our households." 

"By the wav, what was the true story 
about George Shepherd's pretended killing 
of Jesse some years ago ?" 

"I am sure I 

don't k.now the dktails. 

All I know is that it was a great hoax. 
Jesse was down at Nashville at the time 

and my wife read hini a telei^ra[)hic ac- 
count of it from the newspapers the morn- 
after it occurred. We laughed a good deal 
over it, but never learned what it all 
meant. George Shepherd, by the way, is 
entitled to distinction as being the only 
outlaw Deteotive Bligh ever caught. 
George, you know, has only one eye, and 
Bligh came in on bis blind side and uabbed 
him," 

The prisoner in further conversation 
said that in no case did the publications 
place the locality Of the boys correctly. 
While in Denison, Texas, once he was put 
down for a train robbery in Muncie, Ks. 
He said they never spent their time in 
lonesome, retired places, but mostly in 
cities. They never wore disguises and 
traveled mostly by rail. He carried 
usually two large Remingtons and a Win- 
chester riHe. He 8iii<l he was a good shot 
with pistol or rifle. He tinally declared 
himself to be without means, and if al- 
lowed desi'-ed to go to farming. He has a 
wife and little son. 

THE SUKRENDER. 

The story of the surrender i^ thus 
graphically told by the SU Lonit Olobe- 
Democrat : 

"It having become known throuuhout 
the capitol building shortly before 5 oxlock 
that Prank James would at that hour put 
in an appearance and surrender himself, 
the heaas of the departments and their 
clerks, with others who were in and about 
the building, assembled in the executive 
oflioe to await the arrival of the noted 
outlaw. Among tiiose present beside the 
governor were Judge Henry, of the Su- 
preme Court; Phil. E. Ch'appell, State 
treasurer; John Walker, State auditor; .Ad- 
jutant Gen. Waddell, Mtjor T. O. Towles 
and others, besides tlie representatives of 
the press.

■This brief intro<luction brought face to face 
the executive oi Missouri and the noted 
otttlaWi whdee name hm bMn a 'terror in 
this state and is familiar throughout our 
land, if not the whole world. It was a 
sotne without a precedent in the annals.

While 
Major Edwards was introducing him his 
countenance was as quiet and calm in its 
expression as if tlie liusiness in hand were 
no concern of his. He advanced a step to- 
ward the governor, and by a dexterous 
movement unbuckled a belt from around 
his lithe bodv and, holding it towar4 the 
governor, said : 

"Governor, I am Frank James. I.sur- 
render my arms to you. I have removed 
the loads from them; they are not loaded. 
They have not been out of my possession 
since 1S64, No other m.u; has ever used 
them since then. I now give them to you 
personally. I deliver myself to vou and 
the l;iw." 

Governor Crittenden received the prof- 
fer(9d belt, pistol and cartridges, and witli 

characteristic courtesy requested Frank 
James to be seated, sayin;^ that he was 
very glad to meet him, particularly in this 
manner. 

Frank James ansv^ered tlmt he had come 
in and surrendered himself lecause he de- 
sired to do as he had done for years — that 
is, live the life of a law-abiding citizen. He 
hoped to be able to prove that he was not 
so bad as he had been painted. Although 
ho had been living the life of a quiet, or- 
derly and law-abiding citizen for four vears 
he well knew that evervthi ng criminal that 
had been committed of late yeai s had been 
c) edited to him. To the governor he 88dd| 
with more earnestness in his tone than- he 
had hitherto shown. "If some one were 
to assassinate you, although I might be 
able to prove myself entirely innocent, I 
would not be a')le't3 conv'n:e i eoplethatI 
was guiltless of the crime. They have 
been in the habit of attributing all man- 
ner of crimes to me, and are rmy to be- 
lieve anythiuL' they hear." 

Reference being made to the time he 
had been to the State, Frank James said 
he had not been in Missouri for over a 
year previous to the Sunday, September 24, 
when he reached ^tf Louis. 

Governor Crittenden said : " I have re- 
ceived over half a bushel of letters from 
vou, or from those professing to be you. I 
have received them from not only three 
or four different men on the name day, but 
from several different States." 

" Yes," answered the outlaw; " this 
proves that any crime, no matter by whom 
C3mmitted, is likely to be laiil to me. I 
have surrendere<i because I wished this to 
end, and to prove, as I can that for four 
years I have been a law-abiding citizen, 
and that I have been painted blacker than 
I am. I do it for my wife and child's sake. 
I am in your hands, to do with me as you 
see best." 

Indeed, no one would take the <ii.iit» 
calm man, with, the wide, open and frank 
looking eyes, for the outlaw who had held 
sway over Missouri for so loukj. His clear 
complexion indicated habits of temperance 
and there was not an ounce of supertliKius 
flesh upon his frame. He showed himseii 
to be a man who could patiently undergo 
great hardship, while his eyes, though in 
no wise, restless, saw and closely observe*! 
everything about iiim. They mayor may 
not have noticed a pile of papers near the 
wall, back of the door throu^rh whi.-h he 
had entered. Tiioee were the remaining 
copies, printed posters, of the famous proc^ 
lamation issued by the governor last year, 
ofieriug rewards for the capture and con- 
viction of Frank and Jesse James. His 
letter above pubhsh.ed, which Gttvernor 
Crittenden had taken from the safe and 
given your corre(»[»ondent to copy but a 
few moments before Major F^l wards atd 
liimself arrived, was handed about among 
those present and read with interest. Jt 
was not long before the newsol Frank 
James aarrender spread to every part (f 
the city. It created more excitement thf n 
anything that has taken place here for 
many years, and a stream of curious jieo- 
ple Sdt toward the McCartv House, where, 
until nearly 11 o'clock, the great surren- 
dered held a levee. Even from the "King- 
dom of Caj|away" there came a delegation,

Tation of a spejial clan's or succession 
Of fruits or verretables, and hy lorii^ 
ntudy and practice, by experiment 
with various manut es, soila and mo les 
of cnltnre, arrives at p'^rfectirtn. Hf i<! 
also much moi*eec. gnomical of spa.-e and 
more prodif^al oi labor than we are, or. 
in fact than we need lie. He seldom 
autfers his prcnn 1 to lie fallow; crop 
succeeds crop in endless rotation; tho 
cauliflower is set amon^ the melon 
liils. rea'l}' to sprrnd as <!oon a^^the mel- 
ons are gathered. Between the rows of 
•sparai^s are planted early potatoes, 
lottiuc. <'t(\, in siich a manner as t ) 
keep the gi ound constantly fruitful, and 
when the weather becomes frosty and 
the iun loses a goodly ^hare of its fonv 
ing power larn;e bell glasses are em- 
ployed, one of wh ch is placed over each 
|>lant— eipecially in the case of t)ie sili- 
ads — and licit .stl^<^n roricentiated ii; on 
it until its full »;rowth i.s fairly attaine j. 
The enormous size of the French aspar- 
agus is chietly due to the manner of 
planting. In tead of sotting the plants 
closely together, as we do, a s} a.-e of at 
least six inches square is allowed toeach 
"stool," whieh enah es ittos ;ckalarge 
am-'junt of nutriment from the soil and 
bec ome a strong and solid plant Each 
atool is also manured repeatedly a very 
season, the soil Vm* ng care nlly sorapeii 
away down to the ro<>ts. the compost 
being placed aronnd them and the earth 
put back aga'n. The French system of 
cultivating the Jii^ple. pear and peach h 
also peculiar. The trees are all grafte<l 
andawarfed. A strong wire is stretched 
along in front of each row, about three 
feet above the ground. Upon this w re 
a single branch of each tree is trained, 
and a? Foon a<? well started this branch 
is made, by heavy jivuning, the oiilv 
fruit bearing one on the tree. The con- 
sequence is that the entire strength of 
the tree goes to the nourishing of the 
fruit upon this branch, and this fruitbe- 
oomes large and fair in proportion. This 
proce-^s, by-tlie by, is borrowed/rom the 
Chinese.

The s.iiggertion wjus recent'y made in 
this, paper that cur Natfonal and State 
entomo'ogists- could not do a better 
thing than to investigate the subject of 
the e .temal parasites of cattle and to 
devise nie;ins that will insure their d^ 
'struction. Every y^erson is presumed to 
know a louse when he sees ,t, but very 
few can identify the difTerent varieties 
of th's nnmero.is family of insects, or 
cai^ tell whttt^er*fc e kind thit is found 
on one cuunitf 4iima1sorfowto^iIl live 
and thrive on another. Comparati'.ely 
few know how to dest:-oy them without 
injuring the creature ihev molest. An 
Iowa farm r thinks that he has found a 
remedy that is at once harmless to the 
animal and harmful to the parasites. In 
a .oommua!cation to J%e ffomestmd be 
giresit: 

"Take common larkspur seed and 
steep it, and wash thoroughly every part 
of the bodv. I have known one appli- 
cation to destroy every ;n-ect and egg. 
Two will suffice if done thorouijhlv. I 
give in addition two remedies that 1 con- 
sider more ellica ious than the other: 
mercurial ointment, kerosene and lard, 
tobacco smoke, a wash of tobacco. or sul- 

f>hnr Insalt • Those all wUl sometimes 
njure the stock. A ;:ood remedy is dry 
dust gathered from the road, and sifted 
and put in a box for winter, (nature's 
remedy); rub it well in, |3ind as they 
hatch reiicat. Also pulverized charcoal 
mjixed with dust is still better, i.hsive 
heard tBat fihV Ind!tor^tf«ftr <ar WoHs 
were good, u>-ed in the same way. I 
know they are good to apply inside. 
When an animal is affected it should be 
immediately removed from the other 
stock and Ihoroughl'/ treated, and not 
allowed to run until the whole herd is 
covered. The oldrfashlpned. larkspur is 
the best, as it bears the most seed jiml is 
perenniaL A small patch will supply 
all the mdym %nr (jr dtlgbt to need.—
